of the U. S. troops from Mexican soil and the punishment of 
the bandits. The campaign to reduce1 the cost of living is pro- 
gressing and producing results in accord with the desires of Mr. 
Wilson. The threatened strike of railroad men has for the time 
being at least been averted. Administration leaders believe that 
the treaty situation in the Senate is all that can be desired at 
this time.
